ENGINEERS’ REPORT. 

The Engineers are able to report the Fire Engines belonging 
to the town in good working condition, with suitable companies 
connected with Nos. 4 and 5. The company connected with 
No. 8, disbanded soon after the fire at the Atlantic Mills. 

There have been several fires during the year. The first was 
the Stillwater Mills belonging to Col. Asa H. Waters, which 
was not discovered until too late to be saved. The department 
was promptly on the ground and worked efficiently in saving 
other property. The large barn of Dea. Josiah L. Woodward 
was burned early in the spring, with all its contents ; the light of 
the fire was seen, and the engines at once started, but owing to 
the location over the hill it was supposed that the fire was much 
farther off, and no effort was made to reachit. Since then a 
small barn belonging to G. W. Pierce; the boiler house of the 
Atlantic Mills; and a small barn belonging to Mr. G. Mott, 
have been burned. At all of these fires the department has 
been promptly on hand and shown a willingness to work. 

After considerable talk with individuals of the town, the En- 
gineers have requested the Selectmen to insert an article in the 
warrant bringing the matter of Steam Fire Engines before the 
town for action, to which article your candid consideration is 
earnestly requested.
